Pretty generally heralding its ap- 
proach Friday by dropping down to 
7 degrees below the freezing point, 
real winter weather is due here today, 
when the old mercury probably will 
drop to 20 degrees and usher in the 
first subnormal temperature of the 
season.

The ruling was in response to a 
number of inquiries from county tax 
officials, who stated that gipsies and 
other itinerant traders had been or- 
dering mules from Tennessee and 
auctioning them off in various sections 
of Georgia after paying only a $10 
live stock tax in each county. 

The general tax act provides that 
traveling live stock dealers are sub- 
ject to a tax of $250 in each county, 
and auctioneers to a license fee of

to protect legitimate dealers,” the 
comptroller general stated.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 20.—Govern- 


ment trade reports today struck .a 
more bupyant note, as President Hoo- 
ver's constructive business psyclralogy 
began to be reflected in current coin- 
mercial transactions. 

Further welcome news was forth- 
coming from the federal reserve board. 
It reported a decrease of $137,000,000 
in brokers’ loans for the week ending 
November 27. Reflecting the tremen- 
dous liquidation that has taken place 
in the stock market, the present loan 
total of $3,450,000,000 contrasts with 

804,000,000 on October 2. 

condition statement 
showed a slight improvement in the 
ratio of total reserves to deposits, 
the ratio now standing at 7I.8 per 
cent, as against 71.2 a week ago. 

According .té.check payment data 
made public by the commerce depart- 
ment today a substantial advance in 
business activity over the; previous 
week and the corresponding period of 
1929 accompanied the initial week of 
the Hoover “prosperity” conferences. 


Meanwhile the president, encour- 
aged by the widespread willingness to 
co-operate in his plans to accelerate 
the movement of trade, won a brief 
respite from activities that for two 
weeks past have made the White 
House a mecca for leaders in every 
branch of labor, agriculture and in- 
dustry. 

Secretary of Commerce Lamont and 
Julius Barnes, chairman of the board 
of the United States Chamber of 
Commerce, are reported to be follow- 
ing up advantages gained in the pre- 
liminary White House conferences, to 
the end that a national council, or 
“clearing house” for American busi- 
ness, may be established. 

The president will address a meet- 
‘ing of representative businessmen to 
be held Thursday for this purpose at 
the Chamber of Commerce here. Plans 
for creating a council for correlating 
agricultural activities. and another in 
the interests of labor also are re- 
ported under way. 

Improvement in the tone of commer- 
cial statistical data is not only ap- 
parent in the commerce department 
survey of business for the week ended 
November 23, but in wholesale and re- 
tail trade figures given out by the 
federal reserve board, showing increas- 
ed wholesale distribution and a larger 
volume of department store sales.

WAR DEAD END JOURNE 
FROM SIBERIA TOU. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 29.—(United 
News.)—Eleven years after their 
death in a war that was not a war 
the bodies of 75 Americafi soldiers 
today were returned to the home- 
land. They are back to be buried in 
the soil of the nation they fought 
for in meaningless battle. 

It was a chill and wintry day as 
the liner President Roosevelt made its 
way up the harbor, into the Hudson 
and toward its Hoboken pier. But it 
must have been still more chill and 
still more wintry in far-away Arch- 
angel. That is where they died and 
that is where they since had lain. 

There was no American declaration 
of hostilities against soviet Russia in 
1918 and even now the cause of fierce 
fighting along the road to Kitsa, in 
the thickets north of Selso, in the 
marshlands of the Dvina, is unknown. 
But warfare there was, and now, 
through searching parties organized 
by the Veterans of Foreign Wars, the 
bodies have been borne across two 
continents and an ocean to lie in new 
graves, 

Not all of the burial mounds abroad 
were untended, it was learned today 
when the liner docked. ‘There was, 
for instance, the case of Lieutenant 
Ralph E. Powers. The searching 
party found flowers on his grave in 
the village of Feletskoe. Through the 
years it had been cared for by a Rus- 
sian woman who had nursed him 
through a fatal illness. She begged in 
vain that his body be left in Russian 
soil, but they dug it up, put the re- 
mains in a box and brought them to 
America. Halfway around the world 
the woman was left kneeling, crying, 
beside an empty hole. 

But for the most part these Ameri- 
can dead had been ignored and even 
now 29 are still unidentified. When 
at dawn today ‘tepresentatives of 
cities, states and patriotic organiza- 
tions went down the bay to board the 
President Roosevelt, it was the casket 
of one of these unidentified dead that 
received united tribute of remem- 
brance. 

As passengers, crew and _ visitors 
stood hatless, six wreaths were placed 
upon the eoffin. When the _ liner 
started toward its pier, the shrill 
whistles of harbor craft were muted 
and from Fort Jay, on Gavernor’s 
Island, sounded a 21-gun salute.

It requires from four months to 
two years to bring about arrest of pep- 
tic ulcer by medical treatment. he 
patient once relieved will be wise to 
adhere to some of the restrictions im- 
posed by his condition, for the rest 
of his life. 

Unquestionably certain cases of pep- 
tic ulcer should be operated on. These 
include perforated ulcer, unrelievable 
obstruction, recurrent. henrorrhage, a 
reasonable suspicion of malignancy, 
and after a reasonable trial of medi- 
ow! treatment has failed to bring re- 
ief. 

So great a surgeon as Sir Berkley 
Moniban says it is at least arguable 
that the necessity for surgical relief 
in many cases is due to a too perfunc-| 
tory trial of medical treatment. 

Of course the medical treatment of 
peptic ulcer includes dieting, medi- 
cation, rest, exercise, and the regu- 
lation of the patient’s habits in gen- 
eral. 

The most important feature in the 
medical treatment is frequent feed- 
ings (every 2 hours) long continued 
(months). 

Alkalis are no longer used in such 
large doses as Sippy and other noted 
physicians advocated 10 or 20 years 
ago. Successful treatment may re- 
quire small doses of alkalis to neu- 
tralize stomach acidity and relieve 
other distress in the first few days 
of treatment only. 

A preliminary period of bed rest 
or at least rest is an advantage if 
the patient can afford it, but ambu-

Bert Acosta and Floyd Bennett, they 
flew the monoplane America from 
Roosevelt field, N. Y., to Ver-Sur- 
Mer, France. Balchen, chief pilot of 
the expedition, is a native of Norway 
and has had extensive experience pi- 
loting planes under polar flying con- 
ditions. He assisted in all the tests 
to which the planes for the Byrd At- 
lantic expedition were subjected: 

Harold I. June, radio operator on 
the flight, is a petty officer and pilot 
in the navy and was granted leave 
of absence to accompany the expedi- 
tion. He was chief engineer in the 
famous “billion-dollar crew” of the 
Vanderbilt yacht during the war. 

In addition to Balchen and June, 
Commander Byrd was accompanied on 
his south polar flight by Captain Ash- 
ley ©. McKinley, an aerial photog- 
rapher of St. Louis, Mo. Captain 
McKinley served from 1917 to 1926 
in the United States army corps. 

Commander Byrd’s expedition 
reached the antarctic in December of 
last year. After various reconnois- 
sance flights from his base, he and 
his party established winter quarters 
on the ice barrier about the antarctic 
continent. Only reeently, with the 
eoming of spring in that frozen terri- 
tory, activity was resumed.

imagination of the aviation world and 
the hopes of those whose main inter- 
est is completion of the map of the 
globe... 

Officials of the Geographic said the 
society regarded the flight as Byrd's 
fourth expedition of international 
geographic importance; listing work 
with the MacMillan arctic expedition; 
his own north pole flight, and his 
flight across the Atlantic as the other 
three. 

The difficulties of the new chapter 
in aviation history being written in 
the barren southern area were stressed 
at length by those at Geographic head- 
quarters. They pointed out that to ex- 
plorers the northern end of the earth 
was known as the “friendly arctic” 
while the opposite end of the world 
had been given the name of the “un- 
friendly antarctic,” and that its froz- 
en tracts were devoid of much of the 
animal life so abundant in the north- 
ern climes. 

No Vegetation. 

The society’s topographers said that 
in the land around the southernmost 
part of the eart: Byrd would’be forced 
to navigate his plane over a jagged 
mountain chain with peaks rising from 
10,000 to 15, feet. 

Instead of the summer vegetation 
of the arctic with its picturesque Es- 
kimo inhabitants, the ps gp 
pointed out that the region about the 
south pole was mostly barren of plant 
life and without human inhabitance 
and even animal life because of its 
severe climate, adding: 

“The north pole is an ocean while 
the south pole is roughly in the cen- 
ter of what has come to be called 
the antarctic continent or antarctic. 


“From Spitzbergen Byrd flew over 
floating ice fields rising only a few 
feet above the level, with here and 
there open leads of water; from the 
edge of the ice barrier south of New 
Zealand on his southern expedition, 
he will fly over one of the greatest 
ice fields in the world, and accumu- 
lation of ice rising 150 feet or more 
above the sea and as solid as land. 


Huge Ice Barrier. 


“There is nearly 400 miles of this 
ice barrier to be crossed south 
New Zealand before the mountains, 
marking the first exposed land, are 
reached. It took Amundsen 27 days 
to cover this portion of his jour- 
ney, the men traveling on skis, and 
the sleds of provisions drawn by 
dogs.” 

The society is interested particu- 
larly in prospective photographs of 
the region. An air View of the ant- 
arctic has never been obtained and 
this the scientists feel would be an 
almost invaluable contribution. 

Byrd, on the MacMillan expedition, 
took the firstyserial views ever ob- 
tained of the afctic and these helped 


locate many places where important 
specimens of arctic birds and flowers as 


were obtained to enrich the museum's 
collections. :

$25,000 appropriation by the last i 
islature for the school made it the 
duty of the state board to operate 
the school, while the state board con- 
tended this appropriation was mere- 
ly for the purpose of meeting any 
deficit in the school’s operating ex- 
penses. 


The board claimed that under the 
act creating the school, the duty of 
maintaining it rested perpetually with 
Fentress county. The school is a 
memorial to Sergeant Alvin C. York, 
World War hero. 


The vidson county chancery 
court ruled in favor of Fentress coun- 
ty, and this decision was upheld by 
the state supreme court.

Probably never has there been such 
unanimity of opinion on backfield ma- 
terial.

It was indicated that the choice of 
the four backs might have been unan- 
imous but for an unwillingness on the 
part of some coaches to name players 
their teams neither had played or 
scouted. 

The soundest candidate for All- 
America honors in Dixie is Fullback 
Tony Holm, of Alabama. Holm has 
shown consistent and extraordinary 
power in every game this season tv 
aggregate approximately 1,400 yards 
gained as compared with 3,000-odd 
yards the Alabama team advanced the 
ball from scrimmage this year. 

McEVER LEADS. 


Gene McEver is leading the confer- 
ence in high scoring and may increase 
his lead in the South Carolina gaine 
December 7.

Officials who have seen Pittsburgh play pronounce it one -of 
the strongest teams they have seen in years. Pitt has a fast, pow- 
erful line, two fine ends and a fast, elusive, hard-running backfield. 
And Pitt has a world of experience to call on. 

Notre. Dame is the most interesting team in football to watch. It has 
a finer blend of speed, rhythm and variety than any other team. It 
hasn’t as much power as Pitt—and possibly no more speed. 

Yet Purdue must be rated upon a par with both. Welch, Harmison 
and Yunevitch are three star backs. Sleight is one of the best tackles 
of the year. Caraway is a star end. There is both offensive and defen- 


Sive strength in the Purdue mixture with a schedule that has been as | 


hard as Notre Dame’s and harder thin Pitt’s. 
Any two of these three teams lugged into action would provide a toss- 
up where one guess would be just about. as good as another. 


Their different backers can’t even settle the argument as to 
which of the three has the better backfield or the better line. It 
might be sufficient to state that all three backfields and all three 
lines will do pretty well until something better comes along.

Here are nine strong teams taken in the way of samples or examples 
—at their best among the strongest in the country, at their best able to 
give anybody, an even battle, yet they all lost at least two games and were 
tied in others. And as the seasons Slip on by it isn’t getting any easier 
to crowd by without taking at least two or more dents, especially where 
the schedule calls for four or five or more hard games. Teams that have 
not been called on to stand up under the drive of at least four or five 
standard teams have a big advantage when it comes to cleaning up.
